UPLAND'S AIRPORT 


One of the few successfully 
Operated independent airports in 
the southland is that owned by 
Dewey Cable, west of Upland. 

‘ts use is increasing steadily. 
Each year its importance to this 
great area will become more im- 
portant. That being the case, 
the city of Upland, all local 
agencies and alt local people 
should. give the airport every 
possible consideration. 
Construction of a city of Up- 
land water reservoir very close 
to the airport property empha- 
sizes the importance of suitable 
yoning and planning to ‘‘pro- 
tect” normal operation of the 
airport. The new reservoir, some 
distance west of the airport, 
will be 33 feet in height. Mr. 
Cable. and Civil Aeronautics au- 
thority officials objected at first 








to this height but a detailed 
the analysis revealed that a 33-foot 
an. obstruction to the flight pattern 
ase was not too serious. 


While the airport is privately 
owned, its fate is of real interest 
to all of us. Future develop- 
ment adjacent to the airport 
should be regulated in such a 
manner as not to hamper the 
proper use of the field. Of 
course, the zoning maps clearly 
indicate the airport has protec- 
tion. That legal protection must 
be supported at all times by 
public sentiment. In many cases 
elsewhere, the privately operat- 
ed airports have been ‘‘forced 
out’? of business by constant 
complaints from people who 
wanted to have the property 
used for other purposes. 

In the long range view we 
believe the airport will be of 
great value to the community. 


TELEPHONE CHANGES 


Officials of the General Tele- 
phone Co. probably get many 
complaints from people whose 
telephone numbers are changed. 
We also hear reports of dis- 
gruntled people who are irked 
when for some reason their 
numbers are changed. 

49 missed getting a long dis- 
tatice call from a friend visiting 
in- Los Angeles,’’ a San Antonio 
heights resident told us_ the 
other day. ‘tHe happened to 
have our former number and 
on arriving from the east he 
telephoned us but there was no 
answer becausé we had a new 
number and he was not advised 
of the change. He immediately 
dropped me a line about being 
unable to talk with me. That 
call would’ have’ meant’ very 
much to me,’’ 

Excellent service is usually: 
given by the telephone company 
but there seems some justifica- 
tion for complaints by people 
who are victims of sudden num- 
ber changes. When people pay 
for continuous telephone service 
they naturally expect to get con- 
tinuous service and. not_ be 
“blanked out’? by number chan- 


























ges.

Near Death 


A San Bernardino man was 
critically injured shortly before 
noon yesterday and the refriger- 
ated creamery truck he was driv- 
ing was demolished when struck 
by the westbound Grand Canyon 
limited on the Santa Fe crossing 
at Grove Ave. 

Clyde E. Snowball, 32, 1134 San 
Bernardino Ave., sustained mul- 
tiple injuries, including multiple 
fractures and lacerations, accord- 
ing to information from the San 
Antonio Community hos pital 
where he was taken by ambu- 





lance. 


The truck was struck squarely 
amidships by the speeding train. 
The driver was thrown broken 
and bleeding from the cab about 
25 feet west of the crossing on 
the north side of the tracks. 

The truck split apart with the 
refrigerated cab thrown 30 feet 
to the south of the tracks, and 
the cab and frame carried 100 
yards westward before being 
thrown to the north of the tracks. 

Rear wheels from the truck 
lodged in the front trucks of the 
locomotive. A repair crew was 
pressed into emergency service 
to remove the wheels before the 
train could continue. 

Butter and cheese from _ the 
smashed truck was strewn along 
the right-of-way. 

A member of the train crew 
said the limited was one hour 
and 45 minutes late and was 
traveling about 80 mph at th 
crossing. ‘

Research Study 


Signed approvals to administer 
Salk polio vaccine to 278 first 
and second grade Upland school 
children have been received 
|from parents by public health 
| nurses working in the schools. 
Blanks on which parents might 
| signify their approval for inocu- 


{lation were distributed through 
| pupils in the first and second 
grades. Approval is subject to 





licensing of Salk vaccine, which 
is expected next month. 

The vaccine has been effective 
in treatment of three types of 
polio but final licensing is sub- 
ject to findings by scientists who 
are studying the records of 1.-~ 
830,000 children who were. in- 
cluded in the. 1954 trial of Salk 
polio vaccine. Until the report its 
made and the value of the vac- 
cine determined, it cannot he 
licensed. 

Nurses said yesterday signed 
approvals were still coming in 
and the 278 already on file re- 
presents nearly 70 per cent of the 
420 first and second graders m 
Upland schools. 

The arrangements for admin- 
istering the vaccine before its 
approval is necessary +o adimin- 
ister the inoculations while school 
is still in session, health nurses 
| said.

of vaecine are 
necessary. The second a week 
from the first and the third, 
four weeks after the second. In- 
oculations are given in the mus- 
cle of the arm. 

The vaccine will be given onlv 
upon written parental request. 
Children in the first and second 
grades have been selected ‘1¢- 
cording to a nationwide plan de- 
veloped by health and educationa- 
al authorities. 

Administration of the vaccine 
in San Bernardino county is under 
the direction of Dr. Merle Cosand 
county health officer.

New Taxes on Tobacco, Liquor and Horse 


Racing Best Way To Balance State Budget 


Reports from Sacramento indicate sentiment is growing 
in favor of Governor Goodwin Knight's proposal that increas- 
ed taxes be levied on tobacco. horse. races and liquor. 

It is: generally agreed the state’s huge budget should be 
balanced. The governor has recommended the balancing be 
brought about through increasing taxes in such a manner the 
State’s basic economy wiil not be affected. Another proposal 
is forthe state’s "rainy day fund” be tapped to make up the 
deficit. ‘ 

A “Survey of State Taxes” by the University of California 
reveals that California is one of only seven states not now 
assessing a tax on tobacco. Gov. Knight's cigarette tax recom- 
mendation, the study states, is in “accordance with the gen- 
etal practice of most states.” 

The study also shows that “California's taxes on alcohol- 

i¢ beverages are among the lowest in the United States and 
the state is now taxing the pari-mutuel pools at the lowest rate 
of the five big horse racing states.” : 
'_ Three of California’s eight principal tax sources supply 
83 per cent of the state’s general fund revenue. These big 
revenue producers are the retail sales tax, the bank and cor- 
poration franchise tax and the personal income tax. The sales 
tax alone produces about 60 per cent of all general fund rev- 
enues, bringing in about $450,000,000 annually. 

It would seem ihat California would not be out of line at 
all-in following Governor Knight's recommendations rather 
than to dip into the reserves. The estate's finances are a long 
ways from being in any emergency—and the “rainy day 
fund” should be used only when there is a real need, 


President Gives Answers To 2,500 
Questions So People Will Know 


Editor and Publisher, magazine of the Fourth Estate, re- 
cently published a tabulation of questions asked President 
Eisenhower at his weekly press conferences since. the begin- 
ning of his term of office. 3 

The magazine found that the president had been asked 
about 2500 questions and that they ranged into almost every 
field. The significant thing about it all is the readiness of the 
President of the United States to meet the press and answer 
any questions which are put forward. 

That does not mean the president answers every question 
asked but if he can and if it does not violate security he makes 
an attempt to answer. We can think of no more democratic 
Process available to the average citizen. Therefore, in no other 
country is the relationship between the chief-of-state and the 
average citizen so close. This is q significant and important 
foundation of democracy as we know it in the United States. 


Monday For All Holidays Is Good Plan 


All holidays falling on Monday is the aim of ‘a movement 
that occasionally comes to life. Right now it is being pushed 
again by various agencies. The aim is not to increase the 
number of holidays but rather to juggle the calendar so that 
when there is a holiday in one week, its observance will be 
delayed—or advanced—to a Monday. 

Such a plan has merit so that employes’ routine away 
‘from the regular work would be broken, for three continuous 
days instead of a holiday permitting only one vacation day. 

Business firms,and industries might also find it more ad- 
yvantageous for Mondays to be the only day for holidays,

‘Property Owner | stone w 
Cites Hardships 
Created By Plan 


With an official appraisal on 
file, Upland city officials are to- 
day in a position to continue the 
proceedings looking to an event- 
ual ‘establishment of four off 
street parking lots in Upland’s 
downtown area. 

Property owned by 17 persons 
is listed in the report filed by 
Francis Johnson, deputy state 
tax.appraiser. The property may 
be purchased, .cleared and im- 
proved for use by shoppers in 
the downtown district. 

Total valuation of the proposed 
parking sites is $150,000. An an- 
alysis of this appraisal reveals it 
is almost. identical with the 
official appraisal obtained some 
months ago by an Upland chamb- 
er of commerce committee. 

An additional parking lot has 
been proposed since the chamb- 
er’s appraisal. Mr. Johnson’s 
figures are about $41,000 higher 
and this is due to the addition of 
one parking site to the original 
plan. 

The appraisal report was filed 
at the Upland city council meet- 
ing Thursday night. 

“Considering the appraisal by 
Mr. Johnson, as reported the 
$200,000 total set as the cost for 
the district is still sufficient to 
cover this increase in appraisal’’ 
Mr. Hottel said. 

Loring N. Kirk, 429 N. First 
Ave., former Upland postmaster 
and property owner in the pro- 
posed district, asked what figures 
had been set on individual par- 
eels of property proposed as 
parking lot areas. 

Worried Owners 

“There are many older people 
whose homes are included in this 
parking lot proposal. They are 
worrying about what is to happen 
to them if the district is approv- 
ed. Where are they to go and 
what are they to do?’’ Mr. Kirk 
said. 

“There have been no amounts 
set for each parcel,’’ Mr. Hottel 
said. ‘‘This can not be done until 
we know whether the district is 
to be approved. But owners will 
get enough to buy another home.”’ 

“T don’t see how they can,” 
Mr. Kirk answered. ‘‘When you 
divide the number of properties 
into $150,000 it would appear that 
the present owners will realize 
about $7,000 or $8,000 apiece for 
their present homes and this 
won’t buy much of a home to- 
day.”’ 

Mr. Hottel agreed. ‘‘T’ll grant 
you that. But we have no in- 
tention of setting these people 
out ‘without a home to go to, and 
we plan on seeing that_ these 
people have a home equal to or
